All of yesterday afternoon upon a 


shrouded catafalque In the corridor 
of the courthouse lay'all that Is'mor- 
tal of the man they loved.

than seven hours a stream of men and 
women and children passed tho. bier. 
Four and five abreast the long line 
stretched away for block after block. 
When an attempt was made to close 
•the doors, shortly before six o'clock 
last evening, tho long column extend- 
ed more than seven squares. 


Sad as was tho procession which 
bore the body to the court house. It 
could not compare with the Infinite 
sadness of .that almost endless lino of 
broken-hearted people who. streamed 
steadily through the. corridors of the 
building from the time that the coffin 
•was opened until It was taken home 
to tne sorrowing widow at nightfall.

INSANITY WILL BE 


ASSASSIN'S PLEA 


There Will Be No Legal Delays In the 


Trial Beginning on Mon- 


day Next. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Both law- 


yers assigned by Judgj Uiaory to de- 
fend Leon F. Czolgosz, the ass-main vf 
the late president, have consented 
reluct antly to undertake the 
task. 


Attorney Robert C. Titus 
yielded 


when urged by a score of telegrams 
sent to him at Milwaukee, and has • 
wired to Loran L. Lewis that he will 
return to Buffalo on Friday to confer 
with aim on the Mine of defense. 


Attorney -Lewis was asked today If 


he would demurr to the indictment 


"I have scanned the Indictment and 


find that it Is proper form and unas- 
sailable,'* he answered. 
"There will 


therefore be no demurrer." 


He further 
said that no plans for 


the defense had been developed. The 
assassin declines to hold conversa- 
tion with Judge Lewis, so no course 
has been suggested by the 
prisoner. 


In asking for permission to have the 
prisoner examined by/experts in In- 
sanity than those employed by the 
District Attorney, Attorney Lewis In- 
dicated that podsl-bly the defense will 
be Insanity. 
That appears to be the 


only available defense. 


Tne acceptance of the assignment 


by Attorneys Lewis and Titus makes 
certain a speedy trial for the assass- 
in. 
While on the bench both men 


were known for tiie expeditious con- 
duct of a trial and while they vrt 
secure all his rights for the assassin 
there will be no time wasted In su- 
perfluous oratory or cross-examina- 
tion. 


"With these men as counsel 
for 


Czolgosz," said President Moot of the 
Bar asosclatlon today." the world will 
witness a trial which every man may 
endorse—justice with becoming dig- 
nity and justice without prejudice or 
pity." 


"No red tape will oe 
stretched 
across the assasln's path to the elec- 
tric chair." said District 
Attorney 


Penney today. 
"He" will be an ex- 


ample of summary justice."
